United States was on in full blast today. Hailroad officials and 
all government departments were working to the immediate end 
of mobilizing foodstuffs for this country and her allies.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES 


AFIELD, April 11.—Swept for- 
ward by a storm of shells the like 
of which has never been seen even 
n this greatest of wars, the Brit- 
sh advance jammed its way still 
ttrthcr through the German wall 
jf steel today.

losses in the great spring

sive to date have been far less 
than the minimum anticipated. 


: British artillery in its concentrat- 
ed fury of discharge literally turn- 
ed the ground the Germans held 
into a muck.

pock-marked by craters.

moving the Colonel Roosevelt and his proposed personal division. 


Still there is no reason why the. services of the gallant Colonel him- 
iclf shall be missed. The army is going to be mure in need of offi- 
cers than men and, no doubt, a fitting place will be found for him. 
He will receive the desire of his heart, to be sent to Europe and 
there have every opportunity for displaying his fighting abilities. 


It is a general disappointment that it will he the policy to have 


the troops all regulars, instead of any portion volunteers, but this 
is the counsel of those whose business it is to fight and we must de- 
pend upon their wisdom and experience to guide us in the best 
course.

AVashington, April 11.—German 


submarines have sunk during the 
war a grand total of 686 neutral 
vessels, including 19 American, 
and have attacked unsuccessfully 
79 others, including 8 American, 
according to an official tabula- 
tion given out at the state depart- 
ment today and complete up to 
April 3. 
Since the German war 


zone went into effect on February 
1, more than one-third of the ves- 
sels sunk have been neutral, and 
a large number of other neutral 
vessels have been terrorized into 
staying in poit.

No estimate is available of the 


number of lives lost on neutral 
vessels, but it is shown to have 
been large. Official reports show 
that about 250 Americans have 
been lost on neutral and belliger- 
ent steamers together.
